'Rome, Jan. 19.—An 
earthquake 


of great force has shaken all Gala 
ibria in the 
southwestern 
part o 


Italy but so far as is known, has 
caused no loss of life. 
The shock 


appears- to have been most.vsevere in 
'the neighborhood of Cosenza, capi- 
tal of the province. 


It frightened thousands of persons 


and drove them into the open, where 
they insist on staying. They prefer 
to risk the cold and its consequent 
sufferings rather than run the chance 
of being buried in the ruins of their 
homes. 


Throughout the earthquake belt in 


'Central Italy even in towns 
where 


many of the buildings are still stand- 
ing apparently intact, the survivors 
of the catastrophe 
refuse 
to seek 


shelter in their houses and are gath- 
ered in the open, suffering terribly 


. from exposure. 


As relief and rescue 
work 
goes 


forward, it appears .that some dis- 
tricts just south of Avezzano were 
as badly afflicted as that -town, with 
the percentage of dead to the total 
populati&ri almost as large. The sit- 
uation in the case -'of many 
'fow 


and villages is most desperate be- 
cause as yet adequate relief measures 
. have joot been taken, and the num- 


ber of_persons working in the ruins 
is very small. 


lOrtucchio, southwest of Avezzano, 


is reported as having"at least 2,000 
victims, fully half 
of 
whom have 


been found Juried in the ruins of 
the cathedrals there. 


The town has 'been virtually razed 


and now more than six days after the 
first 
shock, 
sanitary 
conditions 


among the living are becoming al- 
most unbearable. 


The same story comes from other 


towns in the 
vicinity—from

Beudetto, with 4,000 of 
its 
4,500 


population dead; Celano, 2500 feet 
up in the 
mountains 
with 1,000 


deadrPaterno, with but 200 of its

Speaking with great earnestness, the 


Pastor declared that he repeatedly 
meets with people inquiring for tho 
Bread of Life. These seem to know 
that there is something radically wrong 
with the preaching of the nominal 
churches. They tell that they are ini- 
pcrtuned for money; but that when 
they ask for soul-food they meet with 
evasion and subteifuge from many of 
the great and learned, who appear to 
have lost sight of the Bible and heart- 
conversion. 


Or. on the other hand, they are met 


by the Salvation Army, with traditions 
as indigestible as a stone, to anybody 
of ordinary intelligence. They are told 
with all seriousness that God created 
our race, with knowledge and intention 
that nearly all of them would spend 
eternity in torture. They are told thai 
to be saved from that awful fate they 
should become Salvationists, and storm 
the slums for Jesus. Their experiences 
remind one of Jesus' words respecting 
a father who, asked for bread, would 
give his son a stone; who, asked for 
fish, would give him a serpent. 


The Pastor hoped that some of these 


hungry souls were present in his au- 
dience. He proposed to give them no 
human theories or speculations—nor 
would he compromise the Truth cor 
dodge the question. He would endeav- 
or to make the way to God so plain 
that a wayfaring man need not err 
therein; and he would do this by pre- 
senting God's arrangement and quot- 
ing^ God's own Word.

Says Fire Prevention Expert 


"Newark need have no fpar 
that. 


motor lire trucks will be less depend- i 
able than horse-draw n 
apparatus." 


said H. H. How-land, engineer for the 
fire prevention committee of the Xa- 
tlonal Board of Underwriters, in an 
interview here. 


"The experience in other cities has 


been that the motor-drhen 
trucks 


will go any place that horses arc able 
to go. Not only that, but they get 
there quicker and are in better con- 
dition to repeat a run than horses 
under the same condition?. 


"Weather conditons do not inter- 


fere materially with the efficiency of 
motor fire apparatus. This is illus- 
trated by the fact that Calgary. Can- 
ada, where there is snow nearly half 
the year, has motorized it? entire de- 
partment. They experience no more 


difficulty with the motors than they 
did with the horses. 


"Newark by all means should in- 


stall two motor trucks at headquart- 
ers. Both lire-fighting units there are 
antiquated and should have been re- 
p\aced sometime ago. The hose reel 
is the only one of that type 1 ha^e 
seen in my traiels over the country. 
This t>pe of vehicle w-as replaced 
iiftcen year? ago in nearly every de- 
partment in the country. 


"With modern equipment at head- 


quarters, an adequate building and 
electrical code to govern the construc- 
tion work being -done in the city, 
and certain changes in the water 
sjstem.

demanded by dry interests following 
the recent demand for a recount of 
ballots on the home rule amendment 
in the four most populous counties 
in the state, and the supreme court's 
refusal to mandamus Secretary of 
State Graves to order a recount. The 
machinery provided by the Kramer 
bill for a recount and contests on 
referendum questions, is similar to 
that already established for contest- 
ing candidate's election. 


Representative Hoy of Jackson, has 


a civil service bill ready for presen- 
tation in the house similar to that 
introduced in the senate yesterday by 
Senator Moore to eliminate the non- 
competitive examination feature 
of 


the present law. remove certain po- 
sitions from civil service regulations, 
and reduce the state and municipal 
commissions to two members. 


Two bills, amending the nominat- 


ing by petition law. to elminate the 
expensive system of circulating peti- 
ions before a primary, were about to 
be thrown into the 
house-hopper. 


Representative Kramer's bill would 
provide that a person could become 
a candidate for nomination merely by 
filing a declaration of his intention 
before the 
primary. 
The measure 


prejiared by Representative Morris of 
Fairfield. would compel a candidate 
for nomination to secure only a nom- 
inal number of names on a petition, 
and to pay a fee of 1 per cent of Ihe 
fir=t year's salary for the office he 
socks. Five to 
twoniy-five 
names 


wonid have lo be secured on peti- 
tions for local offices, and twenty-five 
to fifty for Use state offices.

Washington, Jan. 19.—The Brit- 


ish government will not consent to 
allow the steamer 
Dacia, 
recently 


transferred from German to Ameri- 
can registry to proceed to Rotter- 
dam under safe conduct with 
her 


cargo of cotton, the state department 
was notified today from London. 


The British reply to suggestions 


for. a safe conduct, recently made by 
the state department, came through 
the American embassy at 
London. 


While the text of the message was 
withheld, it is known the British ob- 
jection was based broadly on a re- 
luctance to create a precedent which, 
it is felt, would be followed by many 
similar purchases of German ships in 
America and efforts to operate them 
on the former German trade routes. 


The British note does not under- 


take to assert the right of Great Brit- 
ain to interfere with ships purchased 
and transferred to the American flag 
in a legitimate way. The objection 
to the transfer of the Dacia. accord- 
ing to the British view, is that it was 
not genuine, it being intimatde the 
British 
government 
believes 
the 


American purchaser really was acting 
for German principals.
